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Basis of the examination 

1. My examination has taken account of the amendments filed with your agent's letter 
of 16 th February 2004. 

Excluded matter 

2. As suggested in my earlier report, I believe that your invention as defined in new 
claims 1-32 should be excluded from patentability under section l(2)(c) of the Act as 
relating to a program for a computer and a method for doing business. 

3. As can be seen from the documents discussed below under novelty, all of the 
technology required to embody your invention was known before the priority date of your 
invention. As such, your invention appears to lie not in the creation of any new technology 
or technique, but rather in a new business model for using existing technology and 
accordingly falls within the exclusions detailed above. Inventions which relate to excluded 
matter may sometime be considered patentable if they make a technical contribution to the 
prior art, in your case however I can see no such contribution and hence the exclusions will 
apply. 

Novelty 

4. The invention as defined in claims 1,3,6,8,9,19,26-28, 31 & 32 is not new because 
it has already been disclosed in the following documents: 

WO 00/49530 Al - This document discloses a mobile information service which 
anticipates the features of claims 1,3,6,8,9,19,26-28, 31 & 32. 

WO 98/59506 A3 - This document discloses a mobile terminal system which anticipates 
the features of claims 1,3,6,8,19 & 26. 

WO 99/56144 Al - This document discloses a mobile client system which anticipates 
the features of claims 1,3,6,8,19 & 26.

5. The invention as defined in claims 2,4,5,7, 10-16,20-25,29 & 30 lacks an inventive 
step in view of what has already been disclosed in the following documents:

WO 99/56144 A 1

7. The statement of invention on page 10 onwards of your description is no longer 
coterminous with the independent claims.
